Another murder was added to- 
day to the long list of killings that 
have figured in the history of the 
lonely Horseshoe Lake _ region 
in Madison County, IIl., since it be- 
came the manufacturing center of 
an enormous bootlegging industry 
and the stamping ground of men 
of doubtful callings. 

This time it is Harvey J. Dunn, 
a St. Louls youth and convicted 
highwayman, whose body was 
found at 7 a. m. today beside the 
Sand Prairie road on the north- 
eastern side of the lake.

The left eye was biackened 
and puffed as though by a heavy 
fist blow which an examining pby- 
sician said had been inflicted re- 
cently, possibly just before the 
shooting. 

There“were no direct marks of 
identification to be found in pock- 
ets or on clothing and the identity 
of the body was fixed by Walier 
Heitz, fingerprint expert of the St.

WASHINGTON, June 28.—-In- 
fluenced principally by the distress- 
ing case of August Dobrowski of 
St. Louls, a World War veteran 
now in a serious condition at Wal- 
ter Reed Hospital here, the Senate 
today accepted the amendment of 
Senator. Robinson of Arkansas to 
the veterans’ law, extending the 
date for presenting proof of war 
disability until June 7, 1927. 

Under the present law, the time 


jfor filing proof expired June 7, 
|1925. Dobrowski filed his claim for 
'$1000 compensation before that 
'time but the Veterans’ Bureau re- 
\fused to accept an affidavit from 
an army surgeon, filed aftef that 
date, stating he had treated the 
St. Louis soldicr for four months 
in a hospital in France. 
History of St. Louis Oase. 
Dabrowski, born in St. Louis. 
served 14 months in the army and 
over a year in France. According 
to an affidavit filed by an army 
surgeon, Maj. Frank Nothnagile, he 
was treated for four months for 
throat trouble while in the service. 
A shoeworker by trade, he resumed 
his occupation after his discharge 
and continued to work until he lost 
his voice in 1924. About a year 
ago a specialist, after months of 
treatment, pronounced his disabii- 
| ity as cancer of the throat. 


He is now said to have less than ; 


'three months to live. 

Dabrowski filed his claim with 
the Veterans’ Bureau within the 
time limit, stating that he had been 
treated while in the service. The 
| Veterans’ Bureau, however, failed 
to notify him that the army rec- 
ords did not disclose such treat- 
ment. He was accepted at Walter 
Reed Hospital for treatment, but 
was denied compensation aemount- 
ing to about $1000 because his hos- 
pital papers were lost. 

Clause of Law Encountered. 

John J. Cochran, secretary to 
Representative Harry B. Hawes of 
| Missour!. became interested in the 
case only to learn that because of 
section 206 of the veterans’ law all 
proof of disability ingurred in the 
service must have been filed before 
June 7. last year. Cochran secured 
‘the affidavit from Maj. Nothnagle 

that he had treated Dabrowski for 
throat trouble in France. This af- 

fidavit was not allowed as evidence 
| because the time limit had expired, 
| although Dabrowski had stated in 
| his claim filed within the time limit 
| that he had been treated for throat 
'tranble while in the army. 

The Veterans’ Bureau declared 
Nothnagie’s statement could not be 
accepted without creating a prece- 
dent. 

As the House had already acted 
upon the proposed amendments to 
the veterans’ law, Cochran wrote 
a letter to every Senator. graphical- 
ly painting the plight of Dabrow- 
ski and urging the repeal of sec- 
tion 206. He had received many 
replies from Senators who stated 
they would vote for the repeal. 

Brought Up in Senate. 

Saturday. the matter was 
brought on the.floor of the Sen- 
ate, when Senators Walsh of Mon- 
‘tana and Reed of Missouri, de-
